Modification shall mean any
action that will change the configuration of thelMaeneath the surface, the methods of
monitoring injection, or will result in injectionf@ fluid not specifically authorized by this
permit.

Monitoring and Operating Requirements
Injection Fluid

The permittee shall not inject any substance thdefined as hazardous or toxic by Federal or
State laws or regulations or any substance notifehin the application for this permit. The
proposed use of substances other than those iddntifthe permit application must be reviewed
and approved by the ADEM prior to use.

Monitoring Wells

1. The permittee shall monitor the groundwater asifipdan Appendix A of this permit.

2. The permittee shall not exceed the limits estabtish Appendix A of this permit.

3. Monitoring wells shall be sampled for backgroundewauality prior to injection.

4, ADEM may change the sampling requirements if thedang data indicates a need to do

so. Approval to change the sampling frequency rbasibtained prior to changing the
frequency.

The injection wells operated under this permit shusdction properly. Should the injection wells
fail to function properly, the permittee shall tad@rective action, to include cessation of
injection, as required by ADEM.

Records, Reports, & Submittals

Records

The permittee shall retain all records concerniegdata used to complete the permit
application, the operation of the wells, and theireaand composition of pollutants
injected; to include records of the calibrationrdtruments, meters and gauges, quality
control records, and recordings from continuous iteang instrumentation; until at least
three years after the closure of wells.

2. When requested by ADEM, the permittee shall deloggries of any of the records
maintained in accordance with this permit.

Reports

1. The permittee shall submit a ground water monitprgport on a quarterly basis. The
report shall include as a minimum:

a) The date, and exact place of sampling;

b) The complete chain of custody forms for all samplatected and

C) The results of each analysis performed.

2. The permittee shall submit groundwater monigreports required in Part IV B. 1. no
later than 28 days after the reporting period.
3. The permittee shall report to ADEM any of thiédwing:

a) Any planned action which will change the us¢hefinjection wells, will result in
injection of a fluid different from that authorizég this permit, will change the
method of operations of any injection well, or vaHange the method of the
monitoring of well operations or injected fluids.

b) Any planned transfer of ownership of all or pafrthe permitted facility.

C) Any relevant facts of which the permittee becera@are which should have been
submitted in a permit application and any corre®ito data previously submitted
in a permit application.

4. Other Submittals

Studies, engineering reports, plans and specificgtiplugging and abandonment plans,
logging reports, and other technical documents stidanto comply with this permit shall
be prepared by or under the supervision of qudlifiersons defined by Rule 6-8-.13 of
the UIC Regulations of the ADEM.

Plugging and Abandonment

The permittee shall perform any abandonment arglicdoactions that may be required by
ADEM to remove a threat to groundwater qualityathe health of persons which is caused by
the injection activity.

Permit Modification, Revocation, Suspension, and Trenination

ADEM may impose emergency additional conditionghie permit when necessary to protect
waters of the state from pollution. These condgimay include suspension of the permit to
inject and shall remain in effect until the permitnodified, revoked, suspended or terminated in
accordance with Rules 6-8-.12(a)3-5 and 6-8-.1d(the UIC Regulations of ADEM.

Non-emergency permit modification, revocation, sugion, and termination actions shall be
accomplished in accordance with ADEM Administrattvede Rule 335-6-8.

General Provisions

The permittee shall comply with all provisions bétUIC Regulations of ADEM and shall
comply with all provisions of this permit and shadtuce or halt injection if needed to maintain
compliance with the permit and regulations.

The permittee shall comply with all applicable Fedleand State hazardous waste management
regulations.

The permittee shall allow members of the ADEM staff
1. access property and records of the permittee fgrgses of inspection.

2. collect samples of the injected fluids, processwaadtewater streams associated with the
permitted injection wells.

3. collect samples from any monitoring wells.
4, obtain copies of records upon request.

The permittee shall immediately take all reasonatdps to minimize or correct any adverse
environmental impact resulting from the operatiéthe permitted injection wells.

This permit does not convey any property rightarof sort, or any exclusive privilege.

The filing of a request by the permittee for a peémrodification, revocation, and reissuance, or
termination, or a notification of planned changesamticipated noncompliance does not stay any
permit condition.

Any noncompliance with this permit constitutes alaiion of the Alabama Water Pollution
Control Act and/or the Underground Injection CohRegulations and is grounds for
enforcement action such as permit termination, catton, modification; or denial of a permit
renewal application.
